the extremist MAtarr group was displeased with several of Luang Pibul's 
oatinat olmices, particulerly those of Nai Pathos Pothikees, Deputy iinister 
of Communications, Nei Sawst Pieuphongsan, Assistant (Deputy) Minister of 
Finsmce and Nai Kitcha Wathanasin, Assistant Minister of Commerce. 

Menbers of the military group hae warned both Nai Pathom end Nai Sawet 
that if thoy provoke an open Parliamentary clash betwean the Pibul Govem- 
ment and the Democrats, they will be physically punished. 


Their main objection to Sai Pathom 48 that he is "too close” to Tang 
among Newasawat.

An even nore duportant reason for this 
opposition to Kitcha 13 the fact that his father is a full-blooded 

Chinese. 3 


At this mesting it wes ted ty the group that vice Admiral 
Luang Newa Vichitr bo ted to join the cabinet to offset possible 
Royal Navy opposition. However, Admiral Rana refused and was backed 
ision by Vice Aral Liang Singh Songgranchs4. 


At the sane meeting it was decided to place Colonel Phao Sriyanmon in 
charges of the Criminal Investigation Division and of the military 
eliqus's (and Pibul's) snti-Ohiness campaign. 

6 Chatrakarn Kasol, Director General of Police, heard of this 
Gevelopment, he told Pibul thet he wae going to resign.
